Spanish American War, it was great , 
inspiration to me to see the sdldiers | 
with their uniforms, guns, and bay- 
onets marching in perfect accord.

There are many 
hard things to endure. They do not al- 
ways have plenty of good things to 
eat or a good warm bed to sleep’ in 
and rest upon. Instead of having all 
of these good things, they have to go 
in the cold or heat, cut off from ra- 
tions, many times drenched in a cold 
rain or snow, and wading mud and 
water. They must press on under hard 
difficult circumstances the same as 
when they had things nice and pleas- 
ant to enjoy. And too, there is some 
fighting for a soldier to do. We see 
them as they are ordered to the fir- 
ing line. I am sure they do not feel 
so much like going when they hear 
the roar of cannons and the bursting 
of shells and realize that. the poison- 
ous gas is in the air, but they must go 
because they are soldiers. 

Many a poor man has sacrificed his 
life for his country. When I was’ a 
child I enjoyed listening to my grand- 
parents tell about the hardships of 
the Civil War.

Some returned with a lower limb 
gone, some with an arm off, some 
with one eye, and some blind. Some 
were gassed, some snot, wut others 
fell on the field as heroes for their 
country.
